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SMELLING YOUR WAY ABOUT. 


How a Londoner’s Nose can Tell him Where he is. 


Many towns have odours which are peculiar to 
them, and enable the traveller to them 
when he is in their neighbourhood. We won't men- 
tion any names for fear of being personal. 

But for one smell such a town can boast of, London 
can name a score, and these are to be found within 
a very mall area of the city. The different perfumes 
which, on a warm day, can fall on the rian’s 
nose if he walk through certain streets in succession, 
remind one of the much-vaunted scents of the 
odours are tearcely inferior to 


ragra 

The centre of a smelling exploration should be the 
Monument. the exp enters Eastcheap 
he will notice a strong aroma of fruit. In the midst 
of a none too beautiful city, this is quite pleasant. 

No particular fruit will distinguished. the odour 
being a sort of concentrated smell of grapes, oranges, 
dates, and everything else. 

He can continue his progress down Pudding Lane, 
into Lower Thames Street, and half a dozen other 
streets without once interrupting hig enjoyment of 
this fruity atmosphere. 

But a little further on in Lower Thames Street, his 
nose will receive a rude awakening—if a nose can 
be awakened—for Billingsgate soon asserts itself in 
an uncompromising smell of fish. 

This is no ordinary fish-shop smell, but an absolute 
atmosphere of fish. One might be on the quay at 
Yarmouth or Grimsby, 3 on s windy day, 
when the freshness of the smell etrongly suggests 
those towns. 

You will not escape the smell of fish until you 
turn off one of the side lanes and cross Eastcheap, 
when you enter into a new territory of smells—a 
land literally of corn and wine. 

a warm day, when the wine vaults are open, 
and the corn business is pretty brisk, the smell of 
cellars will vie with that of grain in such a way 
that the atmosphere is absolutely impregnated with
